RatBllktlon. 

Washington, May 16 —The snpreme 
court of the United States has affirmed 
the coDBtitationality of the Geary 
Chinese ezclusion and registration act. 
Th« opinion WM uinoanced by Jtutice 
Ornjr, JwtiM Brewar diwenting. The 
•nnoTinoeinent that a decUioa In the 
case wat expected attracted a large at- 
tendance of spectators, and the fact 
that it was the last day of the term 
accounted for the iiresence of an nn- 
nsually large array of attorneys within 
the bar, including Attorney General 
CHney, Solicitor Oeneral Aldrich, San- 
atan Pof h, Dolph and CookraU. Ex- 
Judge Strong and aevaral members of 
tha diplomatio oorpa wara interested 
ipaotaton. 

Jnatioe Ghray said in announcing the 
judgment of tha coort that the power 
o( tois nation to reatriot or prohibit the 
immigration of any aliens into the 
eoonny or to reanlra such aliens at- 
mdymthe eonntryto remove here- 
from, waa a wall settled principal of 
iatamatioDal law and was confirmed by 
am unbroken Une of decisions in this 
court. Tha legislative power of the 

{government had not transcended any of 
ti constitutional limitationa la tha act 
under consideration. It was within its 

Jower to determine the regulations un- 
er which these aliens should be per- 
mitted to remain in the United States 
or fdling to observe theee regulations 
they should be required to leave the 
country. 

The provisions of Section 0 of the act, 
which are the part of the laW particu- 
larlv at issue, were not Inconsistent 
witn the relations and duties of the leg- 
islative and judicial departments of the 
government. The mode of procedure 
set forth in the section is similar to that 
in other well established proceedings, 
such as the habeas corpus and naturali- 
sation, fixing the requirements of citi- 
Eenship and the like, in which the ju- 
dicial branch of the government accept- 
ed the determination of the executive 
upon the questions involved. 

As to the requirements that the Chi- 
. neee entitled to remain ii\ this countrv 
Should establish that right by the evi- 
dence of one creditable white witness, 
Justice Gray said that it was within the 

fiower of the legialature to determine 
he character of evidence that might 
be received in a caHe at law and wnat 
force should be tiven to the testimony 
so offered. Not discussing the wisdom 
nor the juHtico of tho act in question, 
which was boyond the jirovince of the 
judicial branch of the government it 
remained only to say that the judg- 
ment of. the circuit court for the south- 
ern district of New York in refnsing to 
grant writs of habeas corpus to the sev- 
eral petition ra was affirmed. 

Mr. Justice Gray stated that it had 
been impossible in the brief time elaps- 
ing since tiie hearing of the art^'ument 
upon the petitions to prejiare in writ- 
ing the oi)inion of the court. It would 
be filed an si'on as it was pou-siblc. 

At the conclusion of Justice CJray's 
opinion, Justice Brewer announced 
that he felt compelled to disnent from 

8 le view of the inajurity of the court, 
e read his views at sdnio length, de- 
claring in substance that the act of 
1898 was unconstitutional ami that if 
it were upheld tlioro was no f<iiaranteo 
that similar treatment might not t>e ac- 
corded to otiier classes OK OUT popnla- 
lion than the Cliinese. 

Justice Fii'ld, who delivered the opin- 
ion of the supreme court of the United 
States in the tiint case under the exclu- 
sion act, also read a dissenting oi)inion. 
He baid tlier-' wan a wide (iid'i reiice be- 
tween e.xclusiou (jf iuunigrants and the 
deportation of alien residents, and he 
characterized the act in the strongest 
language as intiuman and brutal, and 
as violative of the constitution in every 
section. He regretted to say that the 
decision of the court was, to his mind, 
fraught with the gravest dangers to 
the priceless constitutional liberties of 
the people. 

Aftor the court had concluded the an- 
nouncement of opinions, Mr. J. Hubley 
Ashton of the counsel for thy (Jhineso 
moved for a rehearing of tlie cusu and 
an argument before a full bench at the 
next term. The court took a short re- 
cess to cons! ler the motion. Aft'-T the 
recdss the court denied the motion for a 
rehearing, so the opinion stands as an- 
nounced. 

The suspension of tho law was ad- 
vised until the court could give its de- 
cision and as yet so offic ial report has 
been received at the departflBaas ot the 

court's actiijn. 

The general impression here, how- 
ever, is that the Ciiinese government 
will take immediate steps for retalia- 
tion and that , one of the first things 
will be the withdrawal of the Chinese 
legation from this city. The Chinese 
government has been awaiting this de- 
cision. Although rumors have been 
abroad of the appointment of the new 
minister, no move has been made lately 
for his arrival here. The lease of the 
present legation building expires in a 
few m'^'iths and no other residence has 
been secured nor has the present lease 
been renewed. In fact. Senator Stew- 
art of Nevada, who owns the building, 
contemplates occupying it nest fall. 

No orders have been issued at the 
treasury department as to the deporting 
of Chinese untier the Geary act. The 
instructions under which collectors of 
internal revenue and United States 
inimhals are nowoptnUag diNOt thtm 



to make no arrests or unregistered Chi- 
nese until further orders. These orders 
may be given at once after the cabinet 
meeting or deferred for a longer period. 

Secretary Jarlisle, soon after he heard 
of tha dsidsioB of tha auprema court, 
went to tha exacntire mttiuoa and had 
a conferanca with tha praaidant on the 
subject. Ba ramainad for aa hour or 
mora. 

Attomev General Olney said until 
the Une oraotion to be pursued by our 
government was mapped out ha oonld 
say nothing on the subject, anapt that 
the department cC justice had ao money 
aTattahla fcr deporting Chiaeaa.

this country. On this point Solicitor 
General Aldrich said: "An analysis of 
the law shows that 

"First— The failure to have a certifi- 
cate after the expiration of a year puts 
the burden of proof upon the Chinese 
resident laborer. 

"Second— The judge before who«D 
such laborer is brought is to trv pri- 
marily the question of the fact of pos- 
cession of a certificate— -that is, whether 
the person before him has complied 
with law enjoining duty upon him. 

"Third— If he has not complied with 
Buch law it is made the duty of such 
judge to order his deportation unless 

"He establishes clearly to the satis- 
faction of said judge that by reason of 
accident, sickness or other unaroidabli 
cause he has been unable to procure hii^ 
certificate; or unless 

"He establishaa dearly to tha aatlsfar - 
tion of thecourt.and byatleastoneoredi- 
able white witness, that he was aresident 
of the United States at the time of the 
passage of the act. 

"If upon the hearing it shall appear 
that he is ao entitled to a certificate, it 
shall be .granted upon his paying th« 
cost." 

At the Chinese legation the Chinesp 
minister courteously declined to express 
any opinion upon the decision of the 
court, or to give any intimation as to 
the course his government might deem 
proper to adopt under the circum- 
stances. He especialbr declined to say 
anything upon the alleged retaliatory 
policy of ordering the expulsion of 
Americans from China referred to in a 
recent San Francisco dispatch. 

Mr. H. J. Moy, counsellor to the Chi- 
nese legation, said the ccmtest against 
the law would doubtless be transferred 
to congress when it meets in the fall. 
Under present conditions, it will be im- 
poefible for the ofllcials to execute the 
lawlitcnrally, because there is practical- 
ly no money with which to carry its 
provisions into effect. Mr. Moy called 
attention to the fact that when an ef- 
fort was made to secure the insertion of 
an item of #500,000 in the appropriation 
bills for tho purpose of enabling the 
executive authorities to carry out the 
provisions of the law, Mr. Holman an- 
tagonized ard defeated it. 

The consequence was that congress 
appropriated only 8.'»0,O00, tho sum here- 
tofore annually provided with which to 
deport Chinese, who might unlawfully 
secure entrance into the United States 
and be found.out. It was an unfortu- 
nate and deplorable condition of affairs, 
he said, which threatened the existence 
of peaceful and peaceable relations of 
China and the United States, and left 
hundreds of natives of each country in 
the territory of the other, practically 
hostages for each other. 

It is estimated that there are 110,000 
Chinese in tho I'nited States. Reports 
from !!4 districts show that ;{,10<) have 
registered. The 29 distrii'ts not yet 
heard from it is estimated will increase 
tlie number to G.OOO. • 

During the present fiscal year l.TO 
Chinese subjects have been deported. 
The cost of deportation from San Fran 
Cisco is |KI a head. Only $l6,m03 of 
the appropriation for the enforcement 
of the Chinese law remains unexpended. 
This amount will go but a small way 
towards naying the expenses of deport 
ing 104,000 Chinese who have not rogis^ 
tered. It is not known at the treasury 
department that any other fund can be 
driiwn upon to provide for the expense 
of carrying out tho requirements of th 
law. 

The intimations are heard that con 
gresa may ba convened to oonsidar the 

matter. 

In any view of the case treasury of- 
ficers expect to experience great diffi- 
culty in carrying out tho mandate of 
the law that "the Chinese must go." 

EXPLOS ION IN A MINE. 

One Mm KUIad mmd Ivvm*! Others Badly 

Ii^urecl. 

Li.NTOLN, Ills., May 16.— An explosion 
of coal gas occurred in the mines of the 
Lincoln Coal touipany by which three 
miners were instanily killed and three 
others seriously injmvj 1. The explosion 
occurred nearly two miles from the 
mouth of th'i shaft, and was caused by 
the carelessness of miners Michael 
Gleason and Henry Wilmoth, Who laid 
aside the safety lamps furnished by tho 
mine officials and used their own, which 
were not prorided with safety appli- 
ances. 

The exploaion shattered all the doors 
in the main entrance and tore down a 
great quantity of coal. Michael Glea- 
son was caught under the falling mass 
of coal and instantly killed. He leaves 
a widow and three children. The In- 
jured are: Joseph Page, skull frac- 
tured; Henry Wilmoth and Mark Lyon, 
badlv cut and bruised. Several others 
received sl ight injuries. 

Fire In Pittibarc. 

PlTTSBCRO, May 16.— Fire broke out 
in the third story of 99 Water street, 
owned and occupie<l by J. A C. Mc- 
Cune, grain and hay dealers. The 
third floor was lilled with bailed hay, 
which was totally destroyed. t)n the

Chicaoo, May 16.— The first of th* 
series of world's congresses to be held 
daring < tha world's fair, under th« 
auspices ot tha world's ooagraas snxili 
ary of the world's Columbian exposi- 
tion, ooened here and from now on un 
tiltheiaat days of October prominent 
women and men from all parte of tht 
world will gather in Chicago for thi 
consideration and disousaion of ques 
tloas isUtlng to huaian progi 




SNTRAlfCB TO OCBXAH TILUAOS MIDWAV 
PLAIBAKCE. 

The scope and breadth of that pro- 
ject are beyond anything ever before 
attempted. Twenty main conventions 
have already . been arranged for, and 
these will be so subdivided that a grand 
total of nearly 2(H) conferences, each 
datinct and separate from the other, 
will have taken place before tha gates 
of the world's fair are oloaed to the 
world. 

.The scene of the congreaaes is the 
permanent memorial art palace, erect- 
ed oa the Lake Front park, through the 
co-operation of the Art Institute of 
Chicago, the city of Chicago and the 
directory of the world's fair. The cost 
of this structure, which waa completed 
but a few days ago, reached a total of 
over 1600.000. It has two large audience 
rooms, each with a seating capacity of 
2,u00 or more, and some 29 smaller con- 
vention balls, each with a capacity of 
300 to 700. 

It is iirojiosed that the meetings likely 
to draw a large, popular audience shall 
be held in the main audience rooms, 
and meetings of chapters or sections of 
the different congresses for the discus- 
sion of subjects of a more limited in- 
terest in the smaller rooms. It will 
thus be possible to have two general 
congresses and 20 special congresses or 
conferences in session at the same time, 
and to have three times aa many meec- 
ingfl within a single day by arrangir.g 
dilr'erent iirograms for morning, after- 
noon and evening sesssions. The tv o 
main halls are designated respectively 
tho UM of Washington and the Hall 

of Columbus. 

A ])propriately enough, it was reserved 
for tbo women to inaugurate the great 
feerii s of world's fair congresses and to 
deilicate to the people the magnificent 
structure that is to stand as a perma- 
nent memorial of the Columbian expo- 
sition, and the main auditorium was 
filled to overflowing at the inaugural 

eessinii. 

Addresses of welcome were delivered 
by I'resident C. C. Bonney. Mrs. May 
Wriglit Sewall. Mrs. Potter Palmer ami 
Mrs. Charles Henroten, and the partici- 
pants then scattered themselves in the 
did'ereiit halls and coininent-ed the seri- 
ous business of the week. Five sub- 
conventions' were thus formally opened 
before noon in the foUowini; order; 
I'liilautlynpy and charity, industry, r '- 
liL;ion, education, literature and art, 
8( ieiice and ;ibiIosuphy, civil law and 
government, moral and social reform. 

Vtkir omcmn Arretted. 

As a raaultof the attempt on the 
world's fair exacut've committee to ex- 
clude government officers from the 
grounds except on 'payment of the 
aidmiesion fee, the arrest of the world's 
fair officers was made. Captain W. L. 
Deremer, chief of the gatekeepers, and 
Gatekeeper H. Shueneman were 
brought before United States Commis- 
sioner Hoyne. The case was adjourned. 
Tho defendants were placed under ar- 
rest. The arrests were made under the 
federal statute, which makes any per- 
son interfering with a revenue officer 
in the discharge of his duty liable to a 
|5iH) fine and imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary for two years. 

National OonnlMlaa'a D«In(s« 

Notwithstanding that the national 
commission was reinforced by the ar- 
rival of several of its members in re- 
sponse to Sattirday's telegrams, it waa 
found impOMtlda to get a quorum, and 
after an aMt'a business an adjourn- 
ment was taken. 

President Palmer's seat was occupied 
by Commissioner De Young of Califor- 
nia, who will preside nn^ Thursday, 
when Mr. Palmer will return from De- 
troit 

The reportf of the extortion on the 
fair grounds,, which have been sent 
abroad and carried away by Tiaitors are 
beginning to come back to the fair and 
the commission. Theee reporta were 
justified by tha extortion nraoticed in 
the restaaranta and ether plaoea on the 
opening day, and are upheld to a cer- 
tain extent by tha davaiopmaati aiaoe 
that time.

It is believed in bunnes circles here 
that ultimately the company will pay 
in full, as its aaaeta are ample under or- 
dinary circumstances.

Brisbane, May 10. — Tlio bank of 
North Queensland, liiaited, has sus- 
pended. 

The Queensland National bank haa 
also suspended. The deposits in the 
Queensland National bank last Decem- 
ber amounted to £8,500,000. of which 
amount about one*half will ba froai 
Great Britain. 

The subscribed capital of the Queens* 
land National bank is £16,000,000, of 
which one-half ia paid up.
